The  Board  of  Education  for  the  Town  of  Rolhnsford,  havhig 
attended  to  their  duties  the  past  year,  present  the  following 
Report : 

District  No.   2. 

Miss  Sadie  Wells,  of  Wells,  Me.,  has  taught  the  School  at 
Quamphegan ;  Miss  Celia  Wentworth,  of  Rochester,  has  had 
charge  of  the  Sullivan  School ;  the  Rollins  school  was  in- 
structed by  Miss  Lizzie  Warren  of  this  town  ;  and  the  Point 
school  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  Clara  Garvin,  also  of  this 
town . 

These  teachers  have  labored  in  our  schools  without  change 
throughout  the  past  year.  They  have  all  had  a  good  degree  of 
experience  in  the  calling  which  they  have  chosen,  and  have 
maintained  a  good,  wholesome  discipline  among  their  pupils. 
As  a  result,  their  work  has  been  very  pleasing  and  highly  satis- 
factory. We  have  heard  of  but  a  single  instance  of  complaint 
from  the  commencement  of  the  year  to  its  close.  Each  teach- 
er has  been  very  exact  and  thorough  in  her  instruction,  and  we

liave  noted  in  all  the  schools  a  decided  progress  in  the  stud- 
ies pursued.  We  do  not,  however,  call  them  perfect  as  yet,  for 
they  are  still  far  from  p'^rfection.  Yet  it  is  pleasing  to  compare 
the  result  of  the  labors  of  our  teachers  the  past  year  with  that 
of  previous  years.  By  so  doing  we  can  but  feel  that  our  schol- 
ars are  steadily  advancing  nearer  to  that  standard  of  excellence 
which  v\'e  would  adopt  as  our  ideal  school,  than  e\er  before. 
It  may  be  a  long  time  before  they  will  reach  that  point,  if  they 
ever  do,  but  it  is  certainly  most  encouraging  that  they  are  press- 
ing toward  it,  and  that  their  earnest  endeavors  have  been  so 
liberally  rewarded. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  past  year  we  thought  it  inex- 
pedient to  make  any  changes  in  the  plan  of  our  schools,  but 
that  we  would  permit  them  to  remain  as  they  were  until  we 
should  see  some  good  reason  that  would  warrant  such  a  course. 
The  result  of  that  decision,  as  far  as  we  have  learned,  has  gen- 
erally been  satisfactory.  But  to  continue  this  course  for  years 
to  come,  and  maintain  four  schools  where  two,  or  three,  at  most 
are  all  that  are  necessary  to  accommodate  our  pupils,  seems  to 
us  a  cause  for  serious  reflection,  in  order  to  see  if  some  plan  in 
the  coming  future  cannot  be  adopted,  which  may  be  generally 
satisfactory,  to  bring  our  scholars  in  closer  proximity  to  each 
other,  and  thus  lessen  the  number  of  schools  to  be  supported 
in  town.  We  would  not,  however^  recommend  that  this  be 
done  at  the  present  time.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  wait 
another  year,  or  longer,  and  see  if  there  is  any  prospect  of  a 
change  for  the  better,  which  would  be  likely  to  increase  the 
number  of  scholars  to  any  considerable  degree  beyond  the 
present  average. 

The  cost  of  supporting  a  small  school  is  no  less  than  that  of 
a  large  one  ;  the  teacher  receives  equal  pay,  and  it  costs  an 
equal  amount  to  heat  a  room  for  ten  children  that  it  does  for 
thirty.  And  besides,  there  is  no  good  teacher  of  experience 
that  is  wilhng  to  work  and  devote  his  energies  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  his  pupils,  but  would  rather  manage  a  school  of  thirty 
scholars  than  one  of  ten.  And  we  are  decidedly  ot  the  opin- 
ion that  the  progress  made  in  the  larger  school  will  be  fully 
equal  to  that  made  by  the  smaller  one.  For  when  there  is  a 
goodly  number  of  pupils  the  teacher  is  stimulated  to  greater 
exertions,  and  there  is  a  more  wholesome  rivalry  among  the 
classes,  and  they  are  thus  induced  to  greater  exertions  to  mas- 
ter their  lessons  and  acquire  a  habit  of  correct  recitation,  than 
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they  otherwise  might  ever  make  where  the  numbers  are  fevv 
aud  there  is  but  httle  stimukis  to  wake  up  and  give  force  to 
their  latent  energies.
